OUR LAVENDER 


This Halloween Issue is something that has 
been in the making for two years. When I started 
this position as Managing Editor, the learning 
curve was steep (and still is, in many ways). What 
I learned early on when we had a photo shoot 
with a drag queen and some sailors from HMS 
Pinafore at the Guthrie is that if I could think it 
up and make it happen, it would happen. How 
many of us get to say that? Holy cow, I’m lucky. 
It took the two years since to figure out how to 
make it happen, which is something that comes 
with experience of the industry and knowledge 
of the people. Then, the timing. The timing was 
crucial because, at this time last year, the edito- 
rial calendar was made almost secondary to the election coverage and the 
campaign against the marriage amendment. That’s when I tried to pull most 
coverage to the conservative for the good of the community. Nobody needed 
to spook the straights, particularly when they were going to be voting on the 
rights of this community. 

Now that marriage equality is a reality, I’m not going to say that it’s time 
to just let our freak flags fly, but, okay, yes I am. And, by saying freak flag, I 
don’t mean it as a negative. I mean that it’s time to not let this community’s 
sense of expression be curtailed by double standards, holding the people of 
this community hostage and closeted from even just dressing for Halloween 
in any way, shape, or form we might choose. As Brett Dorrian says later in 
her Halloween How-To feature, the sky is the limit. Let’s go there. 

So we did. Because we can. 

Every two weeks when I plan content for this magazine, I keep in mind 
that Lavender can do a great many things that other publications can’t; so 
we should. Because the point of this publication is to embrace all colors of 
the rainbow, the “rules” are up to us. Genders can be more fluid, depictions 
of characters can be more open to interpretation. So, we cracked the world 
of Halloween costumes open and took advantage of this position of privilege. 
Don Draper with spirit gum stubble? Got it. Really gorgeous “real house- 
wives” played by gay softball players in drag? They’re in here. Superheros 
are played by the drag, trans, and queer kings and performers. Other queer 
and allied burlesque performers actually put on clothes-rather than sug- 
gestively taking them off-for this piece, something which asked them to be 
fluid, but in a different way than usual. The same goes for Mrs. Smith who, 
usually looking for her cat Carlyle with a big Gibson Girl wig on her head, ac- 
tually appears via her actor’s original gender, as Sherlock Holmes. We asked 
these performers to step outside of their usual chosen performance comfort 
zones and do what the rest of us will be doing: assume different roles for the 
most fun holiday of the year. 

Once Га made the shift in my head that this year was the year to really 
stake our claim on Halloween and go for the proverbial gold, it was all a 
matter of making the plans and putting them into action. This is where the 
aforementioned experience and knowledge was critical to the success of the 
project. How would we pull off multiple shoots with multiple models and 
multiple teams in about a month of time? 

Talking to Morgan Ross, who’s one of our newest Lavender team mem- 
bers, the plans started taking shape for exactly what this Halloween issue 
could be. Morgan and I started bandying around ideas and mentioning 
names and groups of people who could be asked to participate. It was a 
matter of which was the cart and which was the horse-do we start with the 
models and then determine which themes to depict and how to go about 
depicting them, or the other way around? This was when we called in Brett 
Dorrian for a consultation. 

Brett is a makeup artist who worked with us in last fall’s Wedding Issue 
which was on stands pretty much a year ago, when we were voting against 
the marriage amendment (Brett! It's our anniversary!). I knew from talk-

ing to her then that she could not only make 
brides and grooms look picture-perfect for their 
big days, but that she was also the makeup and 
special effects person behind The Soap Fac- 
tory's blockbuster haunted basement in recent 
years. So, naturally, when it came time to think 
of who could assist us with pulling off a Hallow- 
een costume and makeup how-to, nobody else 
came to mind but Brett. In a matter of an hour- 
long meeting with Morgan and Brett, we con- 
cepted a list of themes and possible participants 
and costumers, with the lofty goal of getting it 
all done within a few weeks' time. What seemed 
like a farfetched dream was met with Brett's as- 
sessment: "I can do it. АП." And we never looked back. 

Each of us started reaching out to people who are both ridiculously tal- 
ented as well as interested in publicity. And the response was tremendous. 
We had yeses every which way we turned. The circle of talent expanded and 
soon we had all the pieces put into place and ready to go. 

A term from my corporate past is the "multiplication of talents," which 
pretty much means that we find what people are good at and let them do 
their things. The same applies to this situation; once the pros were called in 
and given their directions, they showed up with their newly acquired zombie 
outfits and sheriff or trucker hats and thrift-store sourced items to become 
the roles that they were assigned. The multiplication of talents: find the pros 
and let them do exactly what they're hard-wired to do-creative problem-solv- 
ing and artistic expression. Some of them were asked to simply show up as 
blank canvases, others were asked to bring their whole Halloween concept 
to the shoots. And they all did so, perfectly. 

As I look at the images, I don't see the performers or community mem- 
bers, I see who the performers are portraying. Blowtorch is Prince Charm- 
ing, Tea is Snow White. Bart is Andrea, Mistress Victoria is Lafayette, Karri 
is Alcide. The piece de resistance is that a shape-shifting character that usu- 
ally goes from being a man to being a dog is depicted by a pup from the kink 
community. There are layers to the meanings within each theme and who is 
playing which role. This is a testament to both the ability of our publication 
to think outside the box as well as the willingness of our community's people 
and performers to actually go there. 

Take this issue and apply it to our regular lives, too. Sure, Halloween is 
atime when everyone who participates in it-from young to old-gets to step 
outside of our normal and express ourselves in a playful way. But, see what 
it means for our daily lives, too. See that finding that freedom to be comfort- 
able in someone else's skin or life for a night or a party is something we can 
do more often and regularly. Karri, one of the participants in this feature, 
once mentioned to me last year that it'll be important for this community 
to not forget how diverse we are-but how hard we worked together against 
the marriage amendment and for marriage equality-when we're no longer 
actively campaigning together. The person fighting next to us against that 
discrimination might be into leather or kink (or whatever...perhaps drag or 
adopting children or going to the seminary) and that's part of what we're 
fighting for: the ability to be free to express ourselves however we choose. I 
keep that conversation in mind as I progress through the editorial calendar 
and am extremely grateful to be able to make that notion more clear in this 
issue. However the members of this community choose to express them- 
selves is acceptable and valid, whether it's Halloween or a generic Tuesday. 

Whether you decide to celebrate Halloween by dressing up in costume 
or makeup or not, I wish you a very happy holiday. It's a time when the world 
gets to step into a bit of whimsy...somewhere I wish we'd visit more often. 

Ihope you have as much fun as we did.

"A Hug Or A Hiding? Please Check The Box" 


When Leeds, Alabama, mom Wendy Chandler received her 
daughter's back-to-school packet in August, she was appalled to dis- 
cover a form she could sign to allow teachers to administer physi- 
cal force as a disciplinary aid. The “Corporal Punishment Parental 
Consent Form" was sent to all Leeds Elementary School parents, 
further warning that not returning the form would indicate im- 
plicit consent. In fact, if parents do not wish their child to be-What: 
Spanked? Whipped? Stoned?-then they must inform the school prin- 
cipal not once, but annually. 

Chandler told the Huffington Post, “I really thought I was seeing 
things. I had to read it a few times. I checked off the ‘no’ box, but I 
realized a lot of kids are going to have the ‘yes’ box checked off." 

After checking an emphatic “No,” she wrote, “I can not imagine 
how it would ever be OK to show violence towards anyone. Hitting 
a child is beyond disgraceful. Anyone who could hit a child should 
be put in jail."

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school districts in 19 states that allow school administrators to use 
physical force against students. The article noted that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education's Office for Civil rights reported that during the 
2005-06 school year, 223,190 school children in the country (including 
4.5 percent of Alabama Students, for the third-highest rate in the na- 
tion) were disciplined by educators employing physical force. 

Punishment, corporal or otherwise, is a complex subject, and not 
one easily sorted out. My own mother was beaten often and severely, 
yet she never hit me. My dad gave me a switching-once-after telling 
me what he was going to do and why. It was effective; but they would 
never have allowed another person to touch me. 

And speaking of touching: is it not ironic that a teacher is allowed 
to strike your child, while a comforting hug or pat might get that 
same teacher fired? 

Chandler concluded by saying, “I really don't know what I'm do- 
ing, I’m just trying to change the rules. My immediate concern is 
for all those other kids [whose parents checked yes] because those 
children are my child’s future colleagues and neighbors.”

It's so much easier just to say 
that the rich white man is the bad guy and everyone beneath him is 
just a martyred saint. But the day that minority people — queer folk, 
persons of color, marginalized women- start to acknowledge and 
address their own internicine differences will be a day of expo- 
nential positive growth. Marion McClinton directs one of the most 
accomplished casts you will ever see on a Twin Cities stage. That 
alone is worth visiting Pillsbury House to see the production. An- 
other good reason is that the play looks into the Native American/ 
First Nations concept of two-spiritedness, wherein a person embod- 
ies both masculine and feminine spirits. 

Playwright Marcus Gardley shares that two-spirited and same- 
gender loving themes are at the heart of his poetic epic about the 
emigration of a group of Freed men -Black and Seminole people- 
from Florida to present day Wewoka, Oklahoma. He says “without 
giving too much away, the two central male characters have a 
sordid love affair before their tribe migrates West but once they set 
camp in Oklahoma, this love is challenged and a riff is sparked be- 
tween them.

How a Gay-Themed Fringe Show Has Expanded and Advanced 
to the Nation’s Flagship Regional Theater 


A Chat with Guthrie Artistic Director Joe Dowling about ‘Skiing on Broken Glass’ 


Guthrie Theater Artistic Director Joe Dowling is known for brilliant produc- 
tions of classic and contemporary plays but for the past year he has been nurtur- 
ing the development of the 2010 Minnesota Fringe Festival Hit, Skiing on Bro- 
ken Glass by David Goldstein. The script was already bold in its two-character, 
one act Fringe form, but it promises to be even more hard-hitting in its Guthrie 
expansion at the theater’s Dowling Studio. Michael Booth and David Darrow 
play Mark and Todd. Mark is a middle-aged writer traumatized by the loss of his 
partner years previously. Todd is a young sex worker he falls in love with. The 
new version examines not only how they deal with their relationship but how 
the outside world sees their relationship. That’s where Guthrie actor regulars, 
Michele O’Neill and Bill McCallum, figure into the equation. 

I spoke with Dowling the day before the rehearsal process started in 
early October. 

JT: Tell me about how this play has been developed. 

JD: I saw the play at the Fringe Festival three years ago. God, time 
moves fast. David Goldstein has been a friend for a long time. I saw a read- 
ing of a musical he did and was impressed. He has a distinctive voice. But 
I was very impressed with Skiing on Broken Glass because he was skirting, 
it seemed to me, with big issues: love and loss and commitment and suit- 
ability and how we view relationships. So I said to him at the time, I think 
you should expand this. I don’t think you should leave it as a two-hander 
because a two-hander doesn’t allow you to really test the relationship against 
what other people might (express). You're in a relationship, you're not see- 
ing the outside world. So my suggestion to him was that he look at someone 
coming in who would find this relationship rather difficult. So he created the 
character of Edith (Michele O'Neill) who is best friend of Mark the writer. 
She arrives, so the whole dynamic of the play shifts at that point, from the 
two bruised figures that Todd and Mark are, to how does the outside world 
view this middle-aged man taking up with a young hooker in his early 20s. 
So we did a short workshop of the play around table about a year ago now 
where we heeded some other major changes again after the workshop. He 
had in the original play alot of monologues where characters talk to the au- 
dience. That always strikes me as being a kind of a cop-out for a writer in 
some ways. Let's see how you can do in dialogue as opposed to monologue. 
And he went away and rewrote it and at that point I thought this is worth a 
production. Then I decided I would direct it myself since I had shepherded 
it with David over the years, rather than hand it over to another director. So 
that's how it all came to be. 

JT: How does Edith see the relationship when she finds out? 

JD: Well, she's horrified! Because she doesn't understand the relation- 
ship. She doesn't understand the bruised nature of Todd's upbringing. The 
way in which Mark needs to be that protector, as well as the nature of their 
relationship, is a mystery to Edith. But then Edith brings her fiance in. The 
dynamics between the four of them in the play are fascinating. David has 
found a way of being both provocative, because the plot twists are quite pro- 
vocative. And at the same time, when we come away from it, our sympathies 
lie with the good guys. 

JT: Гуе never been one to look down on intergenerational adult ro- 
mance, whatever the sexual orientation. It's the business only of the two 
people involved. Love is where you find it. But Goldstein seems to open up 
that prejudice so many people have about that. 

JD: I think the prejudice is two-fold in this play because it's (1) about the 
generation thing. Todd is in his early 20s and in a way people laugh about 
the idea of a boi-toi. And Mark is a 45 to 50 year old man. But you're right, 
love, wherever it's found, is love. That's what the play's about. But I think 
(the other prejudice is) the fact that Todd is a prostitute and continues to 
be, through the relationship. He doesn't stop. And he says at one point, this 
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is what I do, it's not who I am. And I think that becomes for alot of people, 
where the uncomfortable nature of the relationship is. In the early parts of 
the play you get the sense that Mark is quite naive about this, about that kind 
of world, that sort of demimonde of prostitution - to actually invite that into 
your home and not say if you want this relationship with me and you want to 
live with me stop doing this and we have to start again. He doesn't do that. 
He sees Todd for what he is and ultimately that I think is where the age thing 
is one factor, but (the continued prostitution aspect) that's the much much 
more telling factor, that Todd sells his body for sex. 

JT: What does David Darrow bring to the role of Todd? 

JD: I have not worked with him before but I had seen David in The- 
ater Latte Da's Spring Awakening and Beautiful Thing and a couple of other 
things through the years and he is a remarkable young actor. What he brings 
to this, I think, is an edge and a rawness. We auditioned every young man 
we could. There are alot of our young actors that are from our BFA program 
who I was hoping would come through and do wonderfully well. But when 
David Darrow walked in, both David Goldstein and I looked at each other 
and went, we have our Todd, because he has an edge and a rawness and a 
vulnerabity. And I think that's one of the key things to this role. This boy has 
to be vulnerable. You can't get the sense that he's simply kind of a hard ass. 
This is a very vulnerable hurt human being which is what Mark sees. And 
what we must see, (as) the audience, so that we're not judgemental about 
what he does- we're more understanding. Therefore, as the play unfolds 
we're rooting for him. 

JT: And Michael Booth as Mark. 

JD: Michael's done a number of things for us here (at the Guthrie). Of 
course, he's done a number of things at the Jungle and various places. I like 
his work alot. He read Mark for us at the workshop. Both David and I felt 
he really kind've understood the character and understood the perameters 
required. Again, we did audition a number of people and we finally decided 
that what Michael brought to it in the workshop was what we wanted to 
develop in the full production. 

JT: Can you say more about the conflicts within the play? 

JD: What I love about this play and why I want to continue to work on it 
is that there are two very bruised, very vulnerable people: one who lost his 
partner some years before in a terrible accident and has never been able to 
find a way of getting through that, of moving on. And has always kept the 
house exactly as it was. Has almost become a shut in because his solitary 
occupation as a writer doesn't demand interaction in the outside world. 

He then takes this step - many might criticize him or be judgemental 
about the step he takes — but it leads him to a place where he's tested as a 
human being as well as a lover. And Todd, this bruised young man, comes 
from these foster homes, this very tough existence and there's a mystery 
to what happened to him and his family. So here are these two kind've lonely 
people -both islands- they have to somehow try and bring that together. 
Dramaturgically, what David has set up is an impossible task. And I think 
what he's achieved in this play is at the end of the play, you care more for the 
people than you did at the beginning.

It may have taken more than a quarter cen- 
tury, but the quintessential Minnesota band 
of the 1980s finally has made its return. The 
band is older and wiser, but the eccentric 
spark that fueled many a sweaty night at the 
clubs is still present through this reunion 
album.

ROBIN THICKE B/urred Lines 

While the slick dance-pop star has garnered 
plenty of attention this summer after his 
VMA, um, performance with Miley Cyrus, 
the actual music on his latest album is a 
largely pleasurable (if rather saucy) stew 

of influences. By the time you read this, 

the title track is probably already played 
out, but the rest of the album keeps the 
grooves moving. Thicke evokes a mix of 
modern robo-dance and earlier funky styles, employing a definite 
soft spot for Prince (and not just using "U" and "4"). That combines 
to make for a breezy listen that employs enough hooks to keep the 
listener engaged from the opening title track down through the 
Kendrick Lamar collaboration "Give It 2 U" through Elton-John/ 
Queen-like "The Good Life." 


NINE INCH NAILS Hesitation Marks 

It's hard to imagine that it has been 

nearly a quarter century ago when Trent 
Reznor merged industrial clang and 
house-style beats into an act that was – 

for a time – one of the biggest on Earth. 
Since then, Reznor has wandered around 
the outer edges (well, in a pop sense) of 
electronic music, exploring how harsh the 
music could get but still be appealing to a 
mass audience. He errs on the mass side on Hesitation Marks, which 
provides some solid grooves but is seriously lacking in ambition. 
While the one-two shot of "Copy of a" and "Came Back Haunted" 
open the proceedings with a kick, the rest of the album sounds like 
filler – especially painful on an album that clocks in at over an hour. 


THE CIVIL WARS The Civil Wars 


Breakups make great music. Joy Williams 
and John Paul White spent a few years 
together as The Civil Wars before going on 
"hiatus" late last year and those differences 
are laid out in the sometimes painful tunes 
on the band's second (and likely final) 
album. The country-western style matches 
» well with the heartbreak implied in the 


songs, while the touches of folk and rock 

combine to give the album a truly lush vibe. 
The musical, lyrical and emotional trappings combine elegantly 
on songs like "Devil's Backbone" and "Tell Mama," evoking more 
than a century of music, culture and history in a few short minutes. 
Meanwhile, the gorgeous "Disarm" showcases the pair's beautiful 
harmonies - ones we are likely not going to hear again anytime 
soon. 0

A flash of something white skips past your peripheral vision. After 
turning your head fast enough to shake loose any misconceptions about 
the Earth being at a stand-still, it’s hard not to follow that indefinable 
something.

Minneapolis neighborhood’s, the location would prove to be fortuitous. 

The Left Handed Cook (Melgaard’s nickname for southpaw Kim) would 
become a darling of the restaurant industry. Other chefs could be seen 
spotted at the corner talking shop and modern cuisine technique with Kim 
while critics were swooning over their 21 spice fried chicken. The infatuation 
bloomed to a full on sloppy kisses where backroom groping of their decadent 
dishes became de rigueur for their growing legion of shameless fans. [Read

Still, the dream of a restaurant with walls and a full li- 
quor license tugged at the corners of their minds. They 
looked at real estate and were wooed into considering a 
space closer to home than they had ever considered. At 
the edge of the open market was a restaurant space that 
had once been home to a cafeteria-style sushi spot. Walls 
had been built, enclosing the space as another restaurant 
planned to move in before those plans fell apart. It was a 
space in need of the right owners. 

The two of them walked through, trying to feel out 
what it wanted to become. It seemed insane as they al- 
ready had one restaurant humming along and the two had 
just discovered that another deadline was fast approaching 
(the impending birth of their first child). Together, they 
locked hands and decided to fully jump in and build their 
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new wonderland. 

The tall booths, crafted by Kim, are modest enough that they don’t take 
up too much space. But, with their high walls and backs, the booths create 
a maze of cozy private-sort-of-romantic seating at the back of the room. The 
kitchen is wide open and facing the door. Guests can choose to belly up and 
watch Kim along with his line cooks create dishes of vibrant colors, fragrant 
spices, and his brand of twisted takes on Asian street and comfort foods. One 
preview dish we tasted was duck-fat-fried mochi – rice cake- 
like dumplings, bathed in a bright red sauce that was en- 
tirely new, yet tasted like a Korean gnocchi. They also have 
dishes more familiar to the onion ring/hamburger fans, 
perfect for pairing with an ice-cold Fulton brew. 

They’ve also installed a full bar, accented with steam- 
punk looking light fixtures. The goal was to capture the 
fun vibe of communal dining on the streets of Korea with 
a Midwestern date night destination and give it all the soul 
of a dive bar. 

Winding through the bars and booths is a bit like walk- 
ing a maze where something wonderful might wait around 
every corner. А rabbit hole, if you will. D

How To Make Your Own Zombie 


YOU CAN USE ANY ONE OF THESE TECHNIQUES, OR PAIR THEM TOGETHER TO CREATE YOUR ZOMBIE LOOK. 


What to Get: 

Ben Nye Thick Blood: Norcostco, $4.00-$35.00 

Bright Liquid Blood: Norcostco, Mehron Squirt Blood “Arterial,” $2.50-$11.95 
Dark Liquid Blood: Norcostco, Mehron Squirt Blood “Dark,” $2.50-$11.95 

FX Transfers Cut Throat: Halloween Express in Maplewood, $14.99 

Liquid Latex: 4.50z. Mehron Liquid Latex at Norcostco, $10.95 

3rd Degree Silicone Sculpting Product: Midwest Makeup Supply, $24.00 
Cosmetic Dirt: Norcostco, Mehron Dirt or Ash Powder, $8.95 

Setting Powder: Norcostco, Ben Nye Face Powder, $5.00-$13.00 


Option 1 (Advanced) Sculpting Your Own Wounds: 

1. 3rd Degree is a two-part silicone sculpting product. Use a metal mixing palette and metal palette knife (clean with 99% 
alcohol). If you’re on a budget, mix with a popsicle stick on wax paper and throw away when done. Mix equal parts of 
the product from the two jars for about 20 seconds and then start putting it directly onto the skin where you want to create 
texture. It will start to set hard within two minutes, so work fast. 

2. Once it’s dry, put some foundation over it to color it flesh-toned. 

3-4. Fill in the crevasses with Thick Blood for total gore. At the end of the night, just peel it off. 


Option 2 (Intermediate) Adhering Premade Wounds and Creating Your Own Ripped Flesh): 

1. Get a pre-made wound like FX Transfers Cut Throat from Halloween Express in Maplewood that can be adhered with 
light adhesive (sold with it) or water (some go on like a press-on tattoo). Viola! Super cut. 

2. Use a sponge to dab on a layer of latex in the area you want to have ripped flesh. Pull a tissue apart so it’s 1-ply instead 
of 2-ply and lay ripped pieces of it on top of the latex layer. Let it dry clear. Do another layer of latex and tissue. Repeat for 
3-5 layers. 

3. Once it’s dry, paint it with foundation to look flesh-colored and powder. 

4. Use a tweezers to pick up the top layer of painted tissue/latex. With your fingers and the tweezers, pinch that spot and 
start ripping a hole. Painted latex + tissue = ripped and/or rotting flesh. Once it’s ripped open, add Thick Blood, Liquid 
Blood, and dirt to your preference.

Light Cuts: Use Ben Nye Thick Blood to 
create light wounds. Simply drag Thick 
Blood across the skin with a palette knife 
to create light cuts. The product dries 
enough to stay on for the night. Remem- 
ber, no surface on the body is flat--it’s 

a 3-D form--so that means no cut is 
straight, it should have a bit of a curve to 
it to look realistic. 
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Blood Splatters: Use an old toothbrush 
or stiff bristle brush to create soft blood 
splatters around wounds. Just dip into 
liquid blood, point it toward the area, 
then pull your thumb in toward you to 
make the blood flick out of the brush. 


Dripped Blood: Take a lip brush (or on 
a budget/at home, use a popsicle stick 
or straw) and dip it into the liquid blood 
without scraping excess off. Then hold 
it against the area that you want to have 
blood drip out of. Do it repeatedly until 
you have the amount of desired blood. 


Bloody Clothes and Dirt: You can stomp 
your costume into the dirt outside ahead 
of time, and then change into it. If you're 
going to go all out with liquid blood for 
your clothing, we suggest doing those 
finishing touches outdoors just before 
you leave, or once you arrive at your 
destination. Plan to use towels or a sheet 
to sit on in your car if you're traveling 

to your Halloween party AFTER you do 
blood and dirt. Be cognizant of bloody 
footprints if you plan to be indoors. 


Get some high quality fangs that you 
mold to your teeth for a customized fit 
and repeated use. We used Scarecrow 
Vampire Fang kits and everything you 
need is included in the box. 


See photo steps below: 


1. Mix up one capsule of powder 
and 4 drops of liquid into the con- 
tainer with one end of the stirring 
stick. Once it begins to set up like 
thick toothpaste, then scrape half of 
it into the open space on the false 
vampire fang. 


2. You must curl your lip up out of 
place and suck a breath or two in 

so that the saliva dries off of your 
teeth. Carefully place the fang over 
your tooth and push into place. It’s ok 
if any excess amounts of the dental 
molding material ooze out. 


3. & 4. Be sure not to move the fang 
once it's in place or you will create 
space in the mold and it may not set 
correctly. Let it set for approximately 
15 minutes. After it has set, you can 
push the fangs forward until you 
hear a click and then you can simply 
remove them. The fangs are now 
molded to your teeth and can be taken 
off and on with ease. There are two 
sizes of fangs - large and small. The 
small are easier to wear for a pro- 
longed amount of time.

Halloween is the “Great Gay Holiday” 


When you celebrate Halloween this year at one of the local GLBT 
bars or other venues, you'll be continuing a community tradition that 
dates from time immemorial. 

Long before the advent of such events as Pride, National Coming 
Out Day, and Gay History Month (the latter two in October), Hallow- 
een was—and still is—the gay holiday par excellence. 

Active in the gay movement for а half-century now, lesbian writer 
Judy Grahn published her classic Another Mother Tongue: Gay Words, 
Gay Worlds in 1984. It's a treasure trove of information about gay culture 
from ancient to modern times. Incidentally, her discussion of the impor- 
tance ofthe color lavender in relation to GLBT folks throughout history 
inspired me to name this magazine Lavender when it debuted in 1995. 

As Grahn notes, “Halloween is the most significant Gay holiday. 
Elaborate drag balls often accompanied by costume parades and at- 
tendance by stars and political figures, large parties, processions, lim- 
ousines, and mass public turnouts in Gay ghetto areas on Halloween 
mark it as the Night of Nights for the Gay community." 

Going back to our countercultural pagan ancestors in the distant 
mists of time, Grahn points out that Halloween, originally called Sam-

hain, was the most important of the Celtic holidays, marking the be- 
ginning of the New Year. 

Moving centuries ahead, Grahn shares her observations about 
Halloween 1980 in San Francisco: a hunky gay man costumed as a 
silver butterfly, leather queens, barefoot swishy men dressed in long 
johns, male couples outfitted as “тап and wife," dykes, and, in her 
words, *queens, queens, queens." The look isn't much different more 
than three decades later. 

Indeed, as the San Francisco gay community burgeoned after 
World War II, Halloween grew to be a major community event, with 
the revelry moving to the Castro by the late 1970s. Many referred to 
it as the *gay high holy day." 

Concomitantly, the much-smaller Twin Cities gay population ob- 
served Halloween annually with a popular drag ball at a large hotel, 
the one day of the year when they truly could be themselves. Today, 
that tradition lives on with the many festivities at local GLBT bars. 

Тыз October, don't miss the opportunity to continue the celebra- 
tion that GLBT folks have been carrying on for centuries. As Grahn 
puts it, Halloween is the “Great Gay Holiday." O

Author Schanke was steered by friends to a 
trove of playwright Yeomans's scripts, diaries, 
and photos unopened in a back room of the Uni- 
versity of Florida's Smathers Library. From this 
material, together with scores of interviews with 
Yeomans's friends and fellow writers, Schanke crafted not only 

a biography of this little-known playwright, but an overview of 

gay theater in that brief slice of time between the Stonewall riots 
and the arrival of the AIDS epidemic. Born in Ocala, Florida, in 
1938, Yeomans endured growing up gay in the deep South, and 
his later theatrical career foundered as AIDS emerged. Context is 
everything, and the unfettered sexuality of Yeomans's principal 
works, Richmond. Jim.and.Sunsets:.A.Beach-Trilogy, was.less.than 
welcome as thousands of gay men were dying. Yeomans held to 
his principles, however, arguing that sex was "one of the great 
mysteries & motivators of life filled with humor & splendor and pa- 
thos." Schanke follows Yeomans from his conservative fundamen- 
talist hometown to his first introduction to theater at Florida State 
University, to Atlanta, where he acted and taught at the Atlanta 
School of Acting and Workshop Theatre, to New York City and 
Ellen Stewart's famed La MaMa Experimental Theatre Club. Stew- 
art refused to handle Yeomans's explicitly sexual pieces, however, 
and from New York, Yeomans moved to San Francisco, where Rich- 
mond Jim premiered at the Rhinoceros Theatre. Schanke weaves 
the threads of this complex and conflicted life to give a fascinating 
portrait of Yeomans in the context of his times.

Prostitution may indeed be the world's oldest 
profession, but politics runs a close second. 
Penny Petersen traces the history of prostitution 
in Minneapolis from its origins in the newly- 
formed, freewheeling lumber and mill town, to 
its growth into a social and financial power, to its demise in the 
early twentieth century. Petersen rigorously explores the motiva- 
tions of power and cash involved in the trade between savvy, 
resourceful women of independent means and those who opposed 
them while welcoming their revenue. Dispersing them, the pow- 
ers of purity found was not simple—without defined streets and 
parlors, all woman became targets of solicitation. There are maps 
and charts, names and stories that illuminate and humanize a 
Minneapolis industry that grew, prospered, then declined between 
1880 and 1910.

1. Mayor Rybak really pushed for 
making Minneapolis a more liveable city 
advocating for more public art, mass 
transit and community programs. How 
would your approach as mayor differ 
and what would be the theme for your 
term? 

I commend Mayor Rybak's many years 
of public service. Moving forward, we face 
big challenges. I believe that by working to- 
gether to create sustainable growth we can 
make big progress.

1. Mayor Rybak really pushed for 
making Minneapolis a more “liveable” 
city advocating for more public art, 
mass transit and community programs.

Mayor Rybak will leave a strong legacy of 
economic development and raising the stan- 
dard of living in Minneapolis, and as Mayor, 
ГІ continue his strategy when it comes to 
those issues. But, to further ensure the eco- 
nomic growth and sustainability of our city, 
we must also take on different issues. We 
must take on and close our persistent achieve- 
ment gap and we must continue to drive down 
crime. I will be unlike any mayor in Minne- 
apolis history when it comes to involvement 
in Minneapolis Public Education, and I will 
be committed like no other when it comes to 
changing the perception and reality of crime 
in our city.

2. Safe neighborhoods are important 
to all citizens but the GLBT communi- 
ty is especially sensitive on this issue.

Making sure our city is inclusive of all 
people is work that I have been doing for 
over two decades, and this includes our 
GLBT brothers and sisters. One of the first 
things we need to do to help create a more 
inclusive environment is having more LGBT 
members working in our police, community 
groups and in city government in general. 
The more representative we are of our city, 
the most inclusive we will be. But, I believe 
it’s critically important that leaders respond 
forcefully when people are found to disre- 
spect the rights of all people, including the 
LGBT community. That’s why I recently 
called for the resignation of two off-duty Min- 
neapolis police officers used anti-GLBT and 
derogatory language to describe Chief Jenee 
Harteau. That type of activity is unaccept- 
able. That is the type of leadership that will 
lead to true inclusion and acceptance. 

3. Block E hasn’t been a great suc- 
cess. What would you support doing 
with the site to make Hennepin Avenue 
a better venue? 

The investment in Block E predates my 
time on the Minneapolis City Council. But, 
it’s true that Block E has been a disaster. 
Now that Block E is here, we must have a 
plan. I believe the next Mayor must work 
with potential tenants and Block E owners to 
ensure that the next tenants of Block E have 
a plan to be financially successful. 

4. Mayor Rybak was an advocate for 
public spending on the Vikings’ stadi- 
um. If the Timberwolves, for example, 
began demanding a new arena, how 
would you deal with that situation? 

As the only candidate for Mayor that vot- 
ed for the Vikings Stadium deal, I know the 
tough advocacy that Mayor Rybak led. And I 
was with him every step of the way. The rea- 
son I supported the deal was because it was 
going to bring thousands of jobs, to a con- 
struction and building trade that had been 
deeply hurting since the beginning of the 
2008 recession, and because it enabled the 
city to restructure its finances for the better. 
This restructuring provided flexibility for the 
city to be able to lower property taxes on resi-

dents and businesses. In fact, Mayor Rybak 
just stated in his 2013 budget address that he 
would not have been able to propose a $3.2 
million property tax cut without the flexibility 
that the stadium deal provided. Those are the 
two reasons I did what was politically unpop- 
ular and voted for the stadium deal. 

Moving forward, if the Timberwolves or 
any other professional sports team asked for 
public assistance to fund a new arena, I would 
demand that the use of any public dollars 
would assist in job creation and assist in the 
cash flow of city finances. I refuse to just spend 
public money to keep a team in our city. 

5. The GLBT community members 
are taxpayers and as such we care about 
accountability for the city’s budget. How 
would you make sure we aren’t wasting 
money on duplicate programs or unpro- 
ductive initiatives? 

As a former senior executive of a Fortune 
500 company, I believe that accountability 
and data based solutions are essential to ef 
fective leadership. That is why I led the ef- 
fort to institute Results Minneapolis, a data 
management system that gathers informa- 
tion and measures the performance of near- 
ly all city functions. This system has been 
transformational in understanding what 
programs are working, what are not and it 
has highlighted inefficiencies and saved tax- 
payer dollars. 

6. What direction do you think Min- 
neapolis should take concerning energy 
use and affordability for residents and 
businesses? 

We must work with our suburban part- 
ners to set the medium term goal of becom- 
ing a zero waste city, but we can’t do it alone. 
Roughly two thirds of the garbage burned 
at the Hennepin Energy Recovery Center 
(HERC) in downtown Minneapolis, comes 
from the suburbs. That is a big step we can 
take towards clean energy use. In addition, 
we need to provide cleaner energy options for 
our residents. I will also continue to support 
initiatives, such as the 100 green homes and 
solar gardens that will help maximize energy 
efficiency and generation of clean energy. O

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LEXUS LS 460 


Why do we go “all out” when we drive 
something luxurious? 

Is it the allure of class, status and tax 
bracket level? Is it feeling awestruck at the 
amount of technology and comfort inside 
each one of these vehicles? 

The answer to these questions comes 
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down to a simple rule of thumb when pre- 
sented with a vehicle from an upscale brand. 
No matter the sticker price, these vehicles 
have to feel “special.” 

There is enough mixture of technology, 
comfort and luxury on board each one to 


| elevate your own driving experience. How- | 


ever, there is a pecking order amongst Lex- 
uses. Without delving into the rarified air 
of the LFA supercar, the top of the range 
remains the LS - as it always had since 1989. 

The flagship of the Lexus lineup under- 
went some rhinoplasty in a few places for 
2013. The “spindle grille” makes its appear-

ance on the LS, giving some personality to 
the big sedan. It certainly is a marked im- 
provement upon recent LS models, but is the 
grille enough to invite drivers to experience 
the “special” feeling of Lexus’ flagship. 

The LS starts with its presence - even in 
the short wheelbase version. From the “spin- 
dle grille,” a long hood reaches to a nicely 
sloped windshield and a bespoke roofline. 
The doors are huge — still on the short wheel- 
base model - and open wide to accommodate 
everyone. The rear end is pure Lexus, with its 
huge taillights and sculpted decklid. 

Standard eighteen-inch alloy wheels do 
not detract from the overall elegance of the 
LS. If you must have a larger presence, op- 
tional wheels are available on the regular 
LS 460 — in both short and long wheelbase 
models. You could also set the side mirrors 
to fold in when you lock up the LS. 

Step inside those huge doors, and you 
are treated to a cabin worthy of its flagship 
status. The operative word is room - and 
there is a lot of it. Rear seat passengers 
can settle into buttery semi-aniline leather 
with a fold-down center armrest. There are 
plenty of vents and controls to make your- 
self right at home - in the short wheelbase 
model, especially. 

Front seat occupants are literally sitting 
on thrones. These seats are big, comfort- 
able and offer plenty of power-assisted posi- 
tions to get comfortable. In this model, both 
front seat occupants get adjustable heated 
and cooled seats. However, the console is 
quite high, but not too obtrusive to get to 
the shifter, the Remote Touch controller 
and other functions. 

The interiors materials are quite be- 
spoke. The roof liner in this model is al- 
cantara, another luxury not often looked at 
enough. You have plenty of real wood en- 


cased in protective plastic and leather every- 
where you touch. 

Yet, a Lexus owner would have no trouble 
navigating the instrument panel. Instrumen- 
tation is clear with big dials and a changeable 
TFT screen in-between for trip, economy 
and vehicle functions. The Remote Touch 
controller on the console handles the wide 
center screen for infotainment, navigation 
and Lexus Enform functions. All other con- 
trols are easy to use and right to the touch. In 
terms of safety, the standard LS short wheel- 
base model offers ten airbags strategically 
positioned to protect everyone on board. 

Motivating this flagship is the standard 
4.6liter V8, with 360 horsepower and 347 
pound-feet of torque. This configuration 
works only with the all-wheel drive system. 
For rear-drive models, your power numbers 
jump to 386 horsepower and 367 pound-feet 
of torque. Either way, this engine is smooth 
and quiet. Press the throttle harder and you 
can feel it move and hear it roar. 

Both drivelines connect to an eight-speed 
automatic that you cannot feel any shifts 
from. Just watch the tachometer to see how 
quickly the gears transition to the next one. 
This model came with all-wheel drive, pro- 
viding superior grip with Dunlop SP Sport 
Plus tires sticking to the ground. 

Three words describe the driving experi- 
ence of the LS: Soft, smooth and quiet. The 
ride is supple, keeping everyone comfort- 
able on even rougher surfaces. The suspen- 
sion does react to lumpy surfaces, however, 
but does it best to keep things on an even 
keel. You do get a degree of roll and lean in 
the turns, but you will be amazed how com- 
posed the LS is for a car of its size. Steering 
is very sharp, though somewhat artificial in 
feel. Yet, you will be amazed how good of a 
turning radius the 200-inch long LS has to 


offer. Brakes are soft to the touch, but will 
respond well. Expect longer than usual stops 
in both normal and panic situations. 

However, the best part of the LS is the 
silence you feel inside on the road. The oft 
initial exhaust note or tire noise from rough 
surfaces are the only sounds you will hear in 
an otherwise hushed motoring experience. 
There is one thing to remember: While it is 
quiet, smooth and soft – the LS is far from 
numb. There is certainly a feeling of being 
alive inside this big Lexus. 

The fear of owning a 4,600-pound V8-pow- 
ered flagship is its impact on fuel consump- 
tion. However, this LS will surprise you. This 
V8-powered all-wheel drive short wheelbase 
model turned an average of 22.4MPG. 

A basic LS 460 short wheelbase, rear- 
wheel drive model starts at $72,900. This all- 
wheel drive, short wheelbase example came 
with a sticker price of $79,249. If you must 
have everything, the hybrid LS 600h L long 
wheelbase model is available with all of the 
boxes ticked at $134,875. 

There will be plenty of people who would 
admit being completely smitten by the Lex- 
us LS. It certainly had a “special” feeling... 
being at ease with the world, despite even 
being daunted by its size at times. It is a won- 
derful luxury sedan. 

The key to these thoughts about the Lexus 
LS is how it was just uncomplicated to drive. 
Once you get past the Remote Touch, operat- 
ing the LS is simple. This could be a measure 
of a flagship you could be on board with. 

We can argue on which flagship sedan 
would be suitable for those with the means 
to own one. If you happen to be one with the 
finances to do so, you might consider the 
Lexus LS as your next flagship. 

You could at least go “all out” when you 
drive one. П

Minnesota's Gay Marriage Allies Are At Odds 

The Star Tribune reports that the organization that led the charge to legalize 
same-sex marriage in Minnesota is now under fire for backing legislators 
who oppose abortion. Sarah Jane Johnston, president of Minnesota National 
Organization for Women, has expressed her disappointment in Minnesota 
United for not standing with them in withdrawing support for legislators 
who do no support abortion rights, when Minnesota NOW helped Minne- 
sota United with their political efforts regarding same-sex marriage rights. 
Minnesota United is gearing up to defend legislators who supported the 
same-sex marriage bill and who could potentially lose their seats in upcom- 
ing elections, and Ann Kaner-Roth, co-chairwoman of the Minnesotans Unit- 
ed PAC, says that they do not have plans to deviate from their plan.

Frank Schaefer, Pennsylvania Pastor Who Officiated Gay 5015 
Wedding, Will Face Trial At Methodist Panel 

The Huffington Post reports that a Pennsylvania pastor will reportedly be 
forced to stand trial in front of the Eastern Pennsylvania Conference of the 
United Methodist Church for officiating his son’s same-sex wedding six years 
ago. Schaefer officiated the 2006 wedding in Massachusetts, which legalized 
same-sex unions in 2004, but the law book of the United Methodist Church 
does not recognize or permit gay marriage. While Schaefer knew of the pos- 
sible ramifications of his actions, he stated: “The love for my son took over the 
fear of losing my job with the United Methodist Church. It was a tough deci- 
sion in some sense, but I just knew I had to make it. I had to follow my heart.” 


BIGGAYNEWS FROM NEW HAMPSHIRE: 

Dartmouth Trustees Approve Residence Hall For Lesbian, Gay, Allied 
Students 

The Concord Monitor reports that Dartmouth College plans to open a student 
residence hall for lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, questioning, intersex and 
allied students by fall 2014. The Board of Trustees for the college approved the 
construction of the building, to be called the Triangle House, at a proposed cost 
of $3.6 million. Funds will come from residential life program reserve funds as 
well as campus and alumni fundraising. The residence hall will provide housing 
for 27 students, along with a small apartment for an advisor.

Coffee Chain Apologizes For Erasing Gay-Straight Alliance Artwork 
The Chicago Tribune reports that members of a high school gay-straight 
alliance in Northbrook expressed disappointment that their window deco- 
ration at a local Caribou Coffee was erased last week, but they said they 
hope something good can come from it. The group from Glenbrook North 
High was among a number of school clubs who decorated windows of local

businesses for the school's homecoming week, but soon noticed that their 
display, which included a variety of rainbow colors along with male, female 
and transgender symbols, had been cleaned from the store's window. A 
statement issued by Caribou stated that the particular store did not follow 
company guidelines in regards to being "accepting of all individuals, regard- 
less of age, gender, race or sexual orientation", and the school group hopes 
that this will result in the local store reaching out to them.

Italian Pasta Baron's Anti-Gay Comment Prompts Boycott Call 

Reuters reports that Guido Barilla, chairman of the world's leading pasta 
manufacturer, prompted calls for a consumer boycott on Thursday after tell- 
ing Italian radio his company would never use a gay family in its advertising. 
Barilla's reasoning, stated in an interview, was not that they don't respect the 
GLBT community, but that they don't agree with them and feel that show- 
ing a gay couple undermines the family unit in which "the woman plays a 
fundamental role". The stand has resulted in outrage, both from gay rights 
groups as well as women's groups, and Aurelio Mancuso, head of Equality 
Italia, called for a boycott of the company's products. 


2- BIGGAYNEWS FROM PAKISTAN: 

Pakistan Blocks First Gay Website Queerpk, Deeming It "Un-Islamic" 
Тһе Huffington Post reports that Pakistan's Internet watchdog has blocked 
the deeply conservative Muslim country's first website aimed at gay people, 
saying it was "against Islam". The website was set up to assist members of 
the GLBT community in Pakistan, where homosexuality is illegal, to social- 
ize, share experiences, and communicate with one another in a social media 
forum. The moderator of the site, who requested anonymity, said that the 
ban will not be challenged in the court system for fear of negative reprisal. 


3- BIGGAYNEWS FROM RUSSIA: 

Amid Putin's Crackdown, Sochi Gay Scene Thrives 

Тһе Huffington Post reports that a man named Ravil catapults onto the dance 
floor and starts stomping out the lezginka, the arrogant rooster strut of the 
Chechen national dance—a spontaneous performance made even more unusu- 
al by the fact that he's in one ofthe two gay clubs in Sochi, the southern Russian 
town that will host the Winter Olympics amid Vladimir Putin’s harsh crackdown 
on gays. Andrei Tenichev, owner of the club Mayak, hopes that there will at 
least be tacit cooperation with the local government during the Winter Games, if 
for no other reason than to avoid scandal right before the event. Tenichev feels 
that the gay community in Sochi has a better chance of withstanding Putin’s 
crackdown because the city is a bustling resort town that has more of a “What- 
happens-in-Sochi-stays-in-Sochi” appeal than many other parts of Russia. 


4- BIGGAYNEWS FROM SERBIA: 

Serbia: UN Rights Office Urges Protection Of Gay Rights After Pride 
Parade Is Cancelled 

The UN News Centre reports that the United Nations human rights office 
today urged Serbian authorities to ensure the GLBT community can exer- 
cise their rights to freedom of expression and association, following the 
Government's decision to cancel the pride parade in Belgrade last weekend 
for the third year in a row. Authorities maintain that the decision is based on 
security concerns, in light of the 2010 event being marred by violence, at- 
tacks and vandalism. Ravina Shamdasani, spokesperson for the Office of the 
UN High Commissioner for Human Rights, disagrees, stating: “Respond- 
ing to violent attacks against a vulnerable community, such as GLBT, by 
banning them from peacefully gathering and expressing themselves further 
violates their fundamental human rights, and rewards their attackers.” 0

Two Questions 


After seventeen years of therapy with 
a half dozen therapists, an extremely sad 
divorce due to a horrible case of gender 
dysphoria (mine), bottles and bottles of 
Chardonnay and Heineken consumed, and 
countless tears—by yours truly and oth- 
ers—my on-going journey of self-discovery 
has come down to just two questions: 

Am I being honest with myself? 

Do I love myself? 

Really simple questions to ask. Not so 
easy to answer. 

But before I get all preachy and know-it- 
all here, let me interpose a disclaimer. 

I don’t hold myself out as some enlight- 
ened guru, nor do I have the wisdom mar- 
ket cornered. Not by a longshot. There are 
many far smarter folks than me out there in 
Readerland. A few of them even peruse my 
columns. Still, some people seem to appreci- 
ate my perspective, so ГЇЇ proceed. 

Plus, I’ve got a deadline to make. 

First, the honesty question. 

Every day, we have hundreds of opportu- 
nities to lie to ourselves. You name it: Js this 
job healthy for me? Does she love me or just 
need me? And vice versa? Am I really cut out 
to be a multinational banker? It'll be okay if he 
doesn't use a condom, right? 

And oh yes, my alltime personal favorite: 
Am I really going to have just one glass of wine? 

How in the world can we keep ourselves 
honest to ourselves? 

It's no small task. We humans are easily 
distracted—oh, hold on, there's my phone— 
which means it's difficult to do the one thing 


that's guaranteed to lead to honesty: 

Think. 

Thinking takes a lot of work. It necessi- 
tates analysis and pondering pros and cons. 
Thoughts invariably tie to emotions, which 
in turn relate to memoires, some of which 
may be really crappy. 

Why would anyone needlessly put them- 
self through such misery? 

On top of emotional baggage as a cause 
for self-dishonesty, there's naiveté and igno- 
rance. I’m a prime example. 

Back when I lived as a dude, I told myself 
that vague thoughts about trading penis for 
vagina were nothing serious. 

ГІІ grow out of it, I believed. This stuff in 
my head will go away, І self-assured. 

For nearly four decades I said such things 
to me. 

One would think that Га have gotten 
smarter—and more honest—by year 22 or 
31, but no, that wasn’t me. 

Because the truth (which meant radically 
changing my life and hurting so many peo- 
ple) was too much to take. 

Eventually, I had no choice but to think. I did 
it by talking to myself out loud—in the car, in the 
shower, on long walks. I also journaled with real 
pen and paper; there’s something sacred about 
written words to one’s self. 

In the end, selfhonesty happened. I was 
extremely lucky to get there. 

By the way, in case you’re wondering, 
that vagina thing is working out quite nicely, 
thank you very much. 

If screwed-up Ellie Krug can do selfhon- 


esty, anyone can. Trust me. 

Now for the second question, that one 
about loving one’s self. 

Just in case there’s any confusion, I’m 
talking about something more than a five 
minute hand exercise. 

What does it mean to say, Yes, I love myself? 

Hmmm. That’s a tough one. 

Every day we’re bombarded with the mes- 
sage that a BMW or a Schwab account or un- 
realistic sales figures are the true measures of 
one’s worth. In turn, it’s easy to suffer when we 
don’t measure up to what or who the greater 
world says we should be. On top of that, how 
many of us have had important people in our 
lives put us down or say that we're not good 
enough in one way or another? 

For us GLBT people, that includes being 
bullied. 

One more thing; don’t get me started on 
Catholic guilt (note: I’m a former Catholic) 
and the concept of original sin. 

In short, the deck is stacked against us 
loving ourselves almost from the moment 
we're born. It takes real work to scrape and 
claw one's psyche to where you're able to 
say, I'm a decent person and I love myself. 

I won't pretend that I've got selflove 
down entirely. I may still be working on it 
on my deathbed. Still, that doesn't mean we 
should avoid asking the question. 

Because life should be lived. 

It's not something to simply endure. 0

Disneyland Has Fallen: The Magic of Prop 8 


As told to the author by Stebhen P. 

I grew up in Disneyland's backyard. Lit- 
егаПу. My familys home in Anaheim was 
close enough to the amusement park that 
I could watch fireworks over the Magic 
Kingdom. The whole idea Disneyland put 
before the world captivated me: it was the 
Happiest Place on Earth, a world in which 
everyone had friends, where busy fantasy 
lands thrived, where music permeated. Dis- 
neyland was where dreams came true. Dis- 
neyland was magical, and there it was, right 
there in my backyard. 

Ive always loved that word, *magical." 
Magic is what I felt Disneyland meant to 
me then: a potion made of happiness, love, 
and music. 

Fast-forward to November 5, 2008. I’m at 
a wonderful place in my life. I live in Los An- 
geles, and I’m pursuing my passion: a career 
in music. I’m music director of a Presbyte- 
rian church choir, a conductor of a children's 
choir, and am in my fifth year as the music 
director of the Boys and Girls Club of Hol- 
lywood. I lead the proverbial Disneyland life: 
a magical one. 

Im driving down Santa Monica Boule- 
vard when I hear on the radio that Proposi- 
tion 8, the state ballot measure to prohibit 
same-sex marriage, passed the night before. 
'The unwaveringly liberal California elector- 
ate had voted to kill same-sex marriage. 

'This is when my chipper life, full of chip- 
per friends and chipper work, comes crash- 
ing down. I see immediately that Disneyland 
has been a lie all along, a cardboard back- 
drop hiding a villainous political game vicious 
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enough to steal hard-fought human rights. 

I feel as if I might careen off road, my 
shock is so brilliant. But I'm immediately en- 
gulfed in anger. There is no time for shock. 
There is no time for sadness. Disneyland 
has fallen. I decide in my Prius on the morn- 
ing of November 5 that I will use whatever I 
have to help reverse this bullshit. 

Cue the montage that recaps the next 
four years: I'm joining the Equal Roots Co- 
alition as an activist, I'm directing three or 
four choirs at any given time, I'm volunteer- 
ing time to activism, I’m teaching music, 
Im volunteering more time to activism, 
Im performing in musicals, I'm volunteer- 
ing yet more time to activism, I'm helping 
behind-the-scenes in musical theatre, Pm 
volunteering more and more time to activ- 
ism. And more and more time. And more. 
And more. And more. And more. I will stop 
at nothing, and I- 

I’m suddenly the artistic director of the 
University Choir in Los Angeles. I have 
control over what content our shows will 
present. The Choir's board gives me tremen- 
dous autonomy. With this power, I will com- 
bine music with activism. 

Its September 2012 when I accept this 
position. My first show as head honcho is 
in June 2013. It will be the musical event of 
my life. It will be a show not of GLBT equal- 
ity, but of equality for all. It will be a show not 
of anger, but of love and peace. 

Love and peace. Yes. The show will be 
Voices for Love and Peace. From this idea 
I develop the concert: it will begin in traves- 
ty, in war, in hate, and end in purity, in happi- 


ness, in peace. It will end in magic. 

Nine months pass. It's June 16, 2013. 
I'm standing on a stage in front of hundreds 
of audience members, about to present the 
most important concert of my career. 

There are sounds of people settling in 
their seats. There are people quietly wrap- 
ping up conversations. There are before 
me hundreds of people of every race, of 
every creed, of every sexuality, all doing 
the same, mundane things. They're sitting, 
theyre whispering, they're settling. And I 
know that behind every face exists the same 
hope: that they are loved, that they are hap- 
py. There are faces of different colors, tied 
together tonight with a sense of common 
humanity. 

“Му name is Stephen," I begin, clear- 
ing my throat. "Tm with the University 
Choir. Tonight's show is about love and 
peace. By the time we take our bows this 
evening, I hope you've been moved in some 
way. I hope we've inspired you somehow, to 
think of love not as a political issue, but as a 
human one." 

We performed ten days before the United 
States Supreme Court abolished Proposi- 
tion 8. 

I grew up in Disneyland's backyard. 
I grew up in the land of magic, in the land 
where dreams come true. And I still believe 
they do. But dreams do not come from Mag- 
ic Kingdoms. They do not come from the 
Happiest Place on Earth. 

Dreams come from you and me. And it is 
us who make them come true.
